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BY-LAW  No.  321. 

To  amend  and  consolidate   certain  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Township 
of  Wilmot  and  for  other  purposes. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  and  neitessary  to  amend  and  con- 
.solidate  certain  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Township  of  Wihnot  in  tlie  County 
of  Waterloo  and  to  make  better  piovision  for  the  governnjent  of  the  said 
Township. 

Be  it  therefore  enaetetl  by  the  t'orporation  of  the  Township  of  Wilmot 
by  the  MunicijMl  Council  tliereof  in  Cf»uncil  duly  convened  and  assem- 
bled and  it  is  hereby  enacted-- 

I .  This  By-l^w  may  Iw  «tited  as  "The  Consolidatcil  Bv-I^w.s  of 
the  Township  of  Wilmot,  1888". 

S5.  That  the  Council  shall  meet  at  the  Township  Hall,  liaden,  on  the 
M  Monday  in  each  Month  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  (unless  other- 
wise specially  provided)  and  if  at  10  o'clock  there  be  no  quorum  the 
R(!eve  or  chairman  may  tak<'  the  chair  and  adjoiu-n  with  the  consent  of 
the  majority  of  those  present.  And  that  in  all  proceedings  had  or  taken 
in  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corjioration  of  the  Township  the  follow- 
ing Rules  and  Regulations  shall  b<'  olwerved  and  shall  be  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  ft»r  the  oi-der  and  dispatch  of  business  in  the  said  Council 
and  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-I^aw  all  former  Rules  and  Re- 
gulations shall  b<'  repealed.

39.  That  petitions,  memorials  and  other  paj>ers  addressed  to  the 
Conncil,  shall  be  presented  by  a  mem))er  in  his  place,  who  shall  be 
aiKswerable  to  this  Council,  that  they  do  not  contain  improper  or  imper- 
tinent matter.  Kvery  petition,  remonstranci'  or  other  written  application

u|)on  i>ayment  f)f  all  lawful  fees  and  charges,  deliver  surh  animal  to 
the  owner  if  (daimed  before  the  sale  thereof,  but  il  not  ( laimed,  or  if 
such  fees  and  charges  are  not  paid,  ihe  J'ouml-keepcr,  aft(  ■  due  notice, 
as  recpiired  by  this  Act,  shall  sell  the  animal  in  the  manner  before  men- 
tioned at  the  time  and  place  appoinied  in  the  notices. 


1M9,  In  case  any  Pound-kee|»er  or  ]ierson  who  im|iounil.s  or  contines. 
or  rauses  to  be  impounded  oi'  contined.  any  animal  as  aforesaid,  refuses 
or  nt^glects  to  iind,  ]»rovide  and  sup]»ly  the  animal  with  good  and  sulli 
eieiit  food,  water  and  shelter  as  aforesaid,  he  shall,  for  every  dav 
during  which  he  .so  refuse;^  or  neglects,  forfeit  a  sum  not  less  than  muc 
dollar  nor  more  than  four  dollais. 
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)iS.  Any  Fence-viewer  neglecting  hh  duty  as  arbitrator  as  aforesaid, 
shall  incur  a  penalty  of  two  dollars,  to  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  the 
Municipality,  by  summary  proceedings  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  upon 
the  comi>laint  of  the  party  aggrieved,  or  the  Treasurer  of  the  Municipality. 

ii'l:.  Every  tine  and  penalty  imposed  by  this  Act  may  be  recovered 
and  enforced,  with  costs,  by  sun^mary  conviction,  before  any  Justice  of 
the  l^eaoe  for  the  County,  or  of  the  Municipality  in  which  the  offence 
was  committed  ;  and,  in  default  of  payment,  the  offender  may  be  com 
mitted  to  the  Common  Gaol,  House  of  Correction,  or  Lock-up  House  of 
such  County  or  Municipality,  there  to  be  imprisoned  for  any  time,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  convicting  and  committing  Justice,  not  exceeding  four- 
teen days,  unless  such  Hue  and  penalty,  and  costs,  including  the  costs  of 
the  committal,  are  sooner  paid. 

94i.  When  not  otherwise  provided,  every  pecuniary  penalty  recov- 
(ired  htd'ore  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  and 
distributed  in  the  following  manner :  one  moiety  to  the  City,  Town, 
Village  or  Township  in  which  the  offence  was  committed,  and  the  other 
moiety  thereof,  with  full  costs,  to  the  person  who  informed  and  prose- 
cuted for  the  same,  or  to  such  other  person  as  to  the  Justice  seems  proper.

A  lew  uf  the  more  important  clauses  of  "The  Public  Health  Act  of  1884" 
are  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  inhaltitants: 

8bc.  28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Local  J^oard  of  Health  to  cause 
to  be  made,  from  time  to  time,  iuspectiin  of  its  district,  in  order  ttj  pre- 
vent the  accumulation  within  the  district  ■  s  any  dirt,  filth  or  other  thing 
which  may  endanger  the  public  health,  and  with  a  view  tt»  ascertain  what 
nuisances  exist  calling  for  aV)atemenl  under  the  powers  of  this  Act. 

30.  Information  of  any  nuisance  or  unsanitary  condition  under  this 
Act  within  the  jurisdicti«tn  of  any  Local  Board,  may  be  given  to  such 
Local  Board  by  any  person  aggrieved  thereby,  or  by  any  two  inhabitant 
householders,  or  by  any  ofticer  of  such  Boanl,  or  by  any  constable  or 
oilicer  of  the  police  for<'H  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boarti 


39.  Provides  that  no  meat,  jxndtry,  fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  grain,  bread? 
flour  or  milk,  which  is  diseased  or  unsound  or  unwholesome  for  the  food 
of  man,  shall  be  ottered  for  sale  under  a  penalty  of  not  mor<'  than    .^100. 

40.  Provides  that  any  person  preventing,  obstructing  or  impeding  any 
Health  Officer  or  Sanitary  Inspector  or  his  assistant  from  entering  any 
premises  to  inspect  the  same,  or  carrying  into  execution  the  f)rovisions  of 
this  Act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  ex(!eeding  $'2h. 

46.  Whenever  any  householder  knows  that  any  person  within  his 
family  or  household  has  the  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  cholera 
or  typhoid  fever,  he  shall  within  twenty-four  hoiu's  give  notice  to  tlu* 
Local  Board  of  Health,  or  t(t  the  Medical  Health  Officer  of  the  district  in 
which  he  resides,  and  such  notice  shall  be  given  either  at  the  office  of 
the  Medical  Health  Officer,  or  by  a  communication  addressed  to  him  and 
duly  mailed  within  the  tinie  above  s])ecified. 

51.  Except  the  atteuiUng  physician  o^  olergyman,  no  person  affected 
with  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or  cholera,  and  no  person  having 
access  to  any  person  affected  with  aiiy  ••f  the  said  diseases  shall  mingle; 
with  the  general  public  until  su(;h  sanitary  precautions  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Local  Board  or  attending  physician  shall  have  been  com- 
plied with. 

KXTRACTS  from  By. Law,  Schedule  A.  now  in  force  in  this    .Municipa- 
lity. 

Skc.  4.  No  person  shall  within  thi.s  Municipality  suffer  the:  accumula- 
tion upon  his  premises,  or  deposit,  or  permit  the  deposit,  ujton  any  lot 
belonging  to  him,  of  anything  whidi  may  endanger  the  pul»lic  health,  or 


.Ii51»(.sit  ui»on,  ..a,  ov  into,  finy  ,tret4,  s..iuaie,  lane,  by-way,  wharf,  dock, 
slip,  lake,  pond,  Lank,  harlxmr,  river,  stmim,  sewer,  or  water,  any 
manure  or  other  refuse,  or  vt^getablc,  or  auiinal  matter,  or  other  filth. 

Rule  5.  All  putrid  and  decaying  animal  or  vegetable  matter  must  be 
removed  from  all  cellars,  buildings,  outbuildings  and  yards  ou  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  «»f  May  in  each  year. 

KuLK  G.  Every  householder  ami  every  hotel  and  restaurant  keeper  or 
other  person  shall  dispost^  of  all  garbage^!  for  the  disposal  of  which  he  is 
responsible,  either  by  burning  tin-  same  or  Ijy  placing  it  in  a  proper  cov- 
ered receptacle  for  swill  and  house  oH'al,  the  contents  of  which  shall, 
between  the  fite(;nth  day  (jf  May  and  the  first  day  of  Nov((mber  be  regu- 
larly removed  as  often  as  twice  a  week. 

RuLK  8.  The  keeper  of  every  livery  or  oth(!r  stable  shall  keep  his 
stable  and  stable-yard  clean,  and  shall  not  permit  between  the  fifteenth 
day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  Nov(imber,  more  than  two  wagon-loaila 
of  manure  to  accumulate  in  or  near  ti.e  same  at  one  time,  except  by  per- 
mission of  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Local  Board  of  Health  of  Wilraot  would  further  advise  (ii;  con- 
formity with  the  Public  Health  Act)  all  School  Trustees  to  keep  a  vigi- 
lant sui)ervision  in  regard  to  the  wells  at  their  school  grounds  in  cder 
to  have  at  all  times  clean  and  wholesome  drinking  water  for  the  scholars 
and  keej)  the  pumps  in  good  repair;  also  to  keep  the  privies  in  a  clean 
condition,  and  have  the  execreta  from  time  to  time  removed  or  disin- 
fected. In  case  Trustees  neglect  to  do  their  duties  in  this  respect, 
Teacliers  have  to  notify  them  at  once  or  give  notice  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  or  any  other  member  of  the  Board. 

Any  person  who  violates  Sec.  4,  1 3,  39,  46,  or  Rule  5,  6,  8,  or  any 
other  regulation  of  this  Board  shall  be  liable  for  such  offense  to  a  penalty 
under  Sec.  18  of  the  "Public  Health  Act"  By-Law.  And  any  person 
refusing  or  neglecting  to  remove  any  accumulation  of  filth  etc.  from  his 
I)remises,  the  Board  of  Health  may  have  the  same  removed,  and  the 
charges  shall  be  recoverable  in  the  same  mannei  as  municipal  taxes. 
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
